Edmonton is again to have the ad- 


vantage of the earliest practicable start 
on its street improvement program,

It will be unfortunate if the improve- 
ment planned for Jasper avenue has to be 
curtailed, even for a block, because the 
cost of materials has gone up since the 
work was projected.

DEVELOPMENT HALTED 


The resolution passed in the legisla- 
ture on Friday declares that the province 
“Should not alienate or consent to the 


alienation by way of lease or otherwise of 
any actual or potential power resources in 
the province unless and until the right of 
the province to acquire such resources has 
been adequately protected.’ This in or- 
der that the “right of the province to take 
over the development and distribution of 
power as a public utility should be safe- 
guarded as far as possible.’ 

Broadly construed, this means that no 
‘ase of coal lands should be granted, no 
ase of gas rights, and no lease of a water 

power, until ‘the Provincial Government 
lias made up its mind whether or not it 
wants to launch into a power development 
scheme. For the time the further develop- 
ment of any of these potential sources of 


power is forbidden, so far as the authority 
of the legislature goes. Progress in all 
these lines of enterprise is to halt while 


the ministers think. It is to be hoped that 
they will get to a conclusion on the mat- 
ter a good deal faster than they have been 
approaching it thus far, 


THE INEVITABLE 


Washington, it seems, was “surprised” 


at the tone of Mr. Robb’s budget speech 
‘The whole tone of the speech is taken 
here to mean that Canada will hereafter 


build up Empire trade and drop United 
States trade if the proposed big increase 
in the farm tariff is put into effect.”

To berrow money to build 
that kind would be folly. 

There is all the more reason on that 
account why motor license fees and gaso 
line taxes—or some definite amount of 
revenue—should be ear-marked for road 
construction and maintenance each vear
